ranks! Tbere is no civilized nation that 
the sun shifes upon, that has not sent its 


ians, Norwegians, Swedes, Danes, Span- 
fards and Portuguese vie with each other 
im being the earliest to hurry to the defence 
of the citadel which is assailed. Each 
with patriotism which he has never 
shown for the land that gave him birth, 
without waiting for the summons of the 
legal officer, or the entreaty of a recruiting 
sergeant, anxious only to be the earliest in 
and the last off the field of action,—they 
rush forward to the general defence, ready 
to peril all that is most precious, that the 
cause may be saved! It is a spectacle that 
the world bas never seen before. It is a 
proof as strong as a revelation from above, 
of the value of the government for which 
they contend. They were under no obli- 
gations of law or usage to offer themselves. 
There was no impelling power of public 
opinion to make them the first in the fray. 
Nothing but love for this glorious land 
affection for the institutions of freedom— 
hope tor the future development of the 
race, through the possibilities of our sys- 
tem,—-these are the high incentives that 
have made them the defenders and bene- 
factors of the conntry of their adoption, 
and that shame the intolerant policy that 
some would have pursued toward them ! 

Put none but Americans on guard to- 
night !"—a doubtful quotation from a com- 
mand of Washington—has a ringing sound 
when used as a rallying cry in a political 
campaign; but such a word passed round 
in the army now im the field for the defence 
of Americans, would give the natives an 
amount of guard-duty from which they 
would quickly revolt. Half, and some 
authorities say more than half, of the vol- 
unteers are of the men whom intolerance 
and bigetry would have proscribed. Let 
this fact be a lesson when the war is over. 
Let it be a reminder that the man who does 
not comprehend the language we use, or 
who does not conform to the conventional 
customs of our svil, is not nccessarily in- 
sensible to te blessings of liberty, or im- 
pressed with their value, is not, because he 
speaks in a gutteral tone, a conspirator 
ready to sacrifice Liberty on her altar! 
Let it rather be believed that baving en- 
dured the sting and bitterness of tyranny, 
he is keenly alive to the blessings which 
self-government brings in its train, and that 
the home of his adoption is that for which 
Le is ready, if necessary, to lay down his 
life. 

This war onght to and will break down 
the berriers of nationality which have been 
permitted to grow up ip this Republic,—
